Pe I was the only fruit of their onfullied artach- 
ment. My amiable mother furvived bet a lew 
inotes after the gave me being. She embraced 
mt, and clafping me to her befom, refigaed her 
gentle fowl to endle‘s happineis: but, alas! her 
helplefs offspring was relerved to Rroggle throvgh 
a wildernets of woe, the deftined vittim of relente 
lefs forrow. 

« My father, whofe profeffioa called him from 
Avignon when [ was icarcely three years old, 
committed the care of my education to the Abbe 
de Veriac, a diftant relauon of my mother He 
was a man celebrated for his profound ercdition 
and brilliant talents: he inflrutted my young 
wind in all the elegant acquirement of a {cholar 
anda gentleman. The labours of bis anxious 
hours were rapaid by my clove application to the 
precepts he withed to inculcate. 

** My learned and enlightened tater, was a 
evnick in. a manner, thovgh a philaothropitt in 
principle ; his foul was replete with all the tub- 
lime feafations of pity and generolity ; he corfi- 
dered Mlattery as a baleful weed upon which fools 
thrive, and wife men Gcken. He laughed at the 
wretched arrogance, too often the 
weekth, and confidered the man, bern toan ex- 
alted rank ia life, as one, aff cted with an incu- 
rable cifeafe, that infe&ted ail who epproeched 
him with the poiion of duplicity. 

«« What,’’has he often faid, ‘‘can be a mere mi- 
ferable fituation, than that of a man who at the 
the firft dawn of reafon, finds himie!f farrounded 
by flaves, fubfervient to his caprices, commend- 
ing his follies, concealing his imperfections, and 
impregnating his docile mind with the ablurd iJea, 
that becaufe he is highly bora, he is virtuouily fu- 
preme! The poor and anprotefedmechanic, toils 
on, from youth to age, with Indeitry and homi- 
lity "for his enly affocistes ; be dreads a deviation 
from the paths of relitude, becaule he knows he 
has no title, but bis good name ; he is taught to 
examine his own heart, and correct its errors, be- 
caufe he moves ina fphere, where truth is not 
hoodwinked by interett er falfome applavfe, extort- 
ed from th> trembling tongue of fear: he has no 
ermined robe to guard bim fromthe blafts of re- 
peach; so dazziing mak to hide him from the 
prying eye of jultice; he cannot, like the peffef- 
for of worldly power, !augh at the poisting fie. 
ger of fcorn, and trample on the vailal, whom 
nature formed his equal! ‘* Koow,”faid be, ‘my 
little pupil, you are born the proadeft work of 
your creator! He has given you faculies co fop- 
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ort the digaity of your birthright, and iatrepid- 
icy Of foul, to tem the overwhelming vorreats of 
Lov to yourielf for fuperi- 
‘ity, aad from every example of fallen cepra- 
vity, extract aleffom of morality. Flatter oot the 
wesakocii-s of the bafe and degraded, neither 
meanty withhold the tribute of applaule, where 
the perfections of the heart demand it of you; a- 
bove all, remember you are a buinan being! en- 
dowed with intellects, and placed in a garden of 
luxuriant bleiiags, that Only require your haad 
to cultivate them for your ale and plealure.”’ 

‘* Such were the precepts of the Adbe de Ver- 
fac; my odfervations through a life uf perplexing 
vicifiiades, have invarisbly conviaced me of their 
truth and proprtety. 

‘* Acthe age of feventeen T bad acquired a 
competent know!ed ve of the claffics, and had al- 
ready compofed many fuccefsfal pieces in imita- 
tion of the Greek and Latin poets. The rocks 
of Vauclufe, cofecraied by the iafpiration of the 
Mules, had often echoed with my matia fong, and 
the celettial form of the immortal Liars, trequeote 
ly blefled in vitivaary dreams the Ilumobers of the 
evening ! 

‘1 tele rapt, infpiced, or mofed beneath the 
laurelied bower, dedicated to love and virtue! [ 
wandered on the margia of the thallow rivulets 
that were once dear tothe faithfal{Petrarch ; their

murmars fyothed my penfive heart; and, as [I

Tuefday arrived in cown irom Niagara, a Mr. 
Pierce, a gentleman whole Veracity may be de- 
pended upon, who iatortis, hat the Britith forces 
intended to aft ia Oppolrnon to Genera! W ayne, 
have been recalied tromtbenr flation; and that 
part of them had arrived at Niagara, previous to 
Mr. Pierce’s leaving that place, which was four 
weeks ago. Mr. Pierce alfo informs, that a large 
pumber of Indians were, before «his, collected, 
who intended to join the British ; but that they 
had all difperfed. 

The above orders were fuppofed to have been 
jflued by lord Dorchetter. 

At St. Jean, on lake Champlain, about the 
middle of May lait, there were from 60 to 70 flat- 
bottomed boats. The nambers of men were in- 
creafing with unremitting indufiry. Each boat 
carries from 40 to 50 meno. ‘The Englith at that 
time had about 200 Canadiars to man thofe buats, 
whom they paid at 30 thi'lines per month, Nova 
Scotia currency,—the dollar ¢s. 

The Engtith government are fortifying with 
great activity St. Jean and alfo the Mie Aux Noix, 
A galiy has been built and was launched in May 
laft, intended for 60 oars, but it 13 thought will 
only bear 48 or 50. The men row uncer cover, 
This galley carries 4 twelve pounders, two at each 
end. [cis fo conitructed os to row either end fore- 
molt; it is called La Chewre [the boar], was built 
at Si. Jean and fwims on lake Champlain, 

On the 14th of Apri lat, che judiciary of 
Montreal cordemncd a young Canadian to the 
piliory for having taken money from two Englith 
merchants, wh> bad oo birec bim to trace with 
the Indians. ‘ihe concuct of the young man was 
illega!, but was far treo deferving the penifhment 
pronuvaced, which f.ouid be referved for crimes, 
The people who were prefent at the trial were ‘o 
rouled by this ce/pouc ientence, as to cry aloud 
jo open court that che punithment thould not be 
infligted, and this they oppofed with fuch firmnels 
that the young man was releafed. The people 
did not content themic!ves with this but went ina 
body to the peblic{quare, cdemolithed the pillory, 
and threw the parts in the river. Thence they 

roceeded to the prifon with a0 intention toopen 
its deors, and i; wes with difficulty that fome re- 
fpectable citizens perfuaded them to defilt, pro- 
mifing that in future no fimilar injultice thould be 
attempted, and that punithments thenceforward 
fhould be proportioned to crimes. 

The Captain of the Stadt Altona, who arrived 
here on Tharfday from Lifbon, which place he 
left the 28:h May, reports, that previous to his 
failing, @ Britith packet arrived there, with Lon- 
don accounts of the z1ft, by which it appeared 
that Mr. Fox and a number of others had been 
committed to the tower on a charge of trealon. 

He alfo fays, that the Dutch Mediterranean 
fleet, confifting of about 70 fail. under convoy of 
two frigates, had been intercepted by a French 
fquadron—That one of the frigates and a number 
ot the merchant thips had beea captured. ‘That 
the other frigace and 15 of the fhips bad efcaped 
and got into Lifbon. 

The French were feen to barn nine of the 
Dutch thips. 

A Dutch 5rig arrived at Lifbon, faw the Breft 
ficet, of 40 thips of war, cruifiog in the bay of 
Bifcay on the 21f of May in the morning :— 
Same day in the afternoon, fell in wish a Britith 
ficet of 9 men of war; wader the cemmand of 
Admiral Montague, 





A London Pazer, the Star, of 24th of May, was 
received by a gentleman of this city from Hali- 
fax—-We are informed it contains much im- 
portantinformation. The Auftrians and Britith 
had attacked the Frenchoa the 17thor 18ch, and 
were repulfed with confiderable lois; that of the 
Britith alone in killed and miffing about 800, 
Ihe Duke of York was in contiderable danger of 
being cut off with the colomn he commanded, by 
a party of the French, wha came out of Lifle ; and 
it is faid he had to {wim a river in petting back 
to the main army. It is allo faid a fleet of mere 
chantmen, under convoy of the Cattor frigate, 
bound for Newfoundland, had fallea in with @ 
French feet, who captured nearly the whole of 
them. It is alfo faid that General Clairfait had 
obtained confiderable advantages over part of the 
Freach army, with which he was engaged. 

Ic alfo appears, that Madame Elizabeth, filter 
of the late king of France, is dead. 

The report of Gen, Arnold’s having fallen in- 
tothe hands of the Carmignols, comes by way ol 
Bermuda, from N. Goodrich, Efg. who, with le- 
veral other Gentlemen, had atrived there from 
Gaadalovpe, in an open boat, in which they had 
made their eicape, about the 6th of June, whea 
the :eported action was coming on.

** By a thip from Liverpool in 26 days there is 
certsin accounts received that the Duke of York 
is totally defeated, with the lofs of 790 men killed, 
and as many wounded and taken prifoners, and 
has alfo loit 16 pieces of cannon; and that Clalr- 
fayt has obtained a complete victory over the 
French. The fleet for this place, under Admiral 
Murray, confiiting of 3 fhips of the line and 6 
frigates, are now in fight. It was currently re- 
ported when the above thip left England, that the 
French fleet were again in port, and Howe, with the 
Englith Fleet, was itil] out.”

The army moved in five columns to attack the 
French ; the column his roya) bighnels commaad- 
ed, were compoied of 7 Englifh, 5 Auftrian, and 
2 Heffian battalions, with fix fquadrons of light 
dragoons and Huffars, where fucce(sfui in two at- 
tacks they made on the French; and after driving 
them from two entrenched poits, his royal high- 
nefs was‘preparing to take a pofition for the night 
near Lanoy, and tor that purpole advanced under 
Lt. General Abercromby a brigade of guards as 
the advanced corps. He foon after received or- 
ders from the Emperor to move on and to attack 
the enemy, in this he again was fuceefsful. In this 
pofition his royal highnels was compelled to frit- 
ter away his command, firft leaving the Heffian 
battailions at Lenoy, 2dly.
